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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-67 have been examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-67 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1-67, the "journaling the data to form journaled data" phrases makes 
the claims indefinite and unclear in that neither means/method nor 
interrelationship of means are set forth in these claims in order to achieve the 
desired results expressed in the "journaling the data to form journaled data" 
phrases. 

In claims 1-67, the "journaling the data to form journaled data" phrases makes 
the claims indefinite and unclear. Examiner considers the above phrase as 
monitoring data for the purpose of examination. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 

Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

5. Claims 1-67 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Conklinetal (5,991,881 A). 

As per claims 1-67 Conklin et al (5,991,881 A) teach monitoring the traffic 
data input, detection virus process and identification, analysis of the virus 
and discarding as disclosed in all independent claims (see abstract; fig.4 
and 6-9; col.3, lines 36-67; col.4-7 and col.8, lines 1-24). 
All dependent claims limitations also are addressed in detailed by Conklin 
where the pattern matching, actions based on the matching and other 
limitations are addresses (see the entire reference). 

Examiner suggests applicant to define "journaling the data to form jurnaled 
data" if different from examiner interpretation in a manner to distinguishes 
from Conklin et al reference.
